Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


T’o the School Board of Brookline: 


I herewith submit my third annual report, which is also 
the third in the series of such reports. 


ORGANIZATION OF SupERvisory Unton, No. 40. 


The grouping of school districts of last year has been 
continued and apportionment of joint expenses deter- 
mined by the four school boards of the Union, as follows: 
Amherst, 1/4; Brookline, 1/6; Milford, 1/2; Mont Ver- 
non, 1/12. 


TEACHERS AND INSTRUCTION. 


The teaching force for the year is the same as last year, 
with arrangement of grades as follows: Miss Corliss, I 
and IT, with 24 pupils; Miss Parsons, III, IV and V, 
with 25 pupils; and Miss Hastings, VI, VII and VIII, 
with 33 pupils. This closer grading of pupils and fewer 
erades per teacher seems to be working out to the great 
advantage of the pupils and teachers. It is to be hoped 
that the arrangement may be permanent. 

A constant effort has been made toward the improve- 
ment of instruction and professional advancement of 
teachers through frequent teachers’ meetings, by demon- 
strations in the classrooms, by visits to other schools, and 
by attendance of teachers at educational meetings in the 
State. Two such meetings have been held within a year 
in Brookline—one when Deputy Commissioner May ad- 
dressed the townspeople at the Daniels Academy Building 
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and again when Commissioner EK. W. Butterfield held an 
evening meeting last November, at which the actual work 
of the schoolrooms was presented by teachers and pupils, 
followed by an address by the Commissioner. Both of 
‘these meetings were conducted under the auspices of the 
‘Parent-Teachers’ Association and were well attended by 
the townspeople. 

In order that school work may be properly evaluated 
and the fundamentals emphasized, standard tests -and 
scales have been used this year. Spelling and writing 
scales are in constant use in the schoolrooms, with a very 
evident stimulus to the pupils. Arithmetic tests have 
been given, weaknesses located, and plans formulated to 
correct the difficulties. The great benefit of such tests 
and scales comes from the fact that they are based upon 
work actually performed by very large numbers of pupils 
throughout the country. Thus a standard which a pupil 
ought to attain is fairly and reasonably found and made 
available for common use. 

The tools of instruction are books, apparatus, supplies, 
and equipment in general. Like all tools, best results 
come when materials are of the highest quality and care 
of the best. In the matter of books, worn-out or anti- 
quated text-books are being replaced as rapidly as funds 
permit. New histories and geographies are already in 
use and are proving to be very satisfactory indeed. Gram- 
mars and language books are needed for middle and upper 
grades and a considerable amount of reading material for 


Grades I, IT and ITI.

Parent-TrkacuErs ASSOCIATION. 


The Parent-Teachers’ Association has taken a keen in- 
terest in our schools, and through its regular meetings once 
each month, and special public meetings at various times, 
has done much to make the schools better understood and 
better appreciated. The funds obtained by the regular 
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dues have been increased by various forms of public en- 
tertainments, with the object in view of financing certain 
definite things for the schools—things that are in addition 
to the usual routine but which fill a real need and help 
to make school life pleasanter and happier for pupils and 
teachers. Reference is made especially to the hot dish 
with the noon lunch, to the furnishing of monitors at both 
buildings during the noon hour, so that teachers may have 
a full hour for their dinner; and to the assistance given 
in equipping the playground with basketball apparatus. 


ATTENDANCE. 


Ninety-two per cent of attendance for 1920-1921 shows 
an excellent gain over the previous year’s record of 88 per 
cent. Continued attention to this point should make the 
figure even higher for 1921-1922. Tardinesses show less 
than two per pupil, and this is a good record. Statistics 
show that every day spent in school is worth dollars in 
later life. 


BurLpDInGs. 


The room in the Daniels Academy Building has con- 
tinued to be used for upper grades, while the two reno- 
vated rooms in the Primary Building have furnished 
nearly adequate quarters for all other pupils in town. 
There are two unsatisfactory features, however, at the 
Primary Building, namely, heating and toilets. Some 
form of jacketed stoves, or better, a common heater for 
the two rooms,. would make a great improvement in com- 
fort and safety of heating, and would lessen fuel costs as 
well. The toilets are semi-open vaults, unclean and un- 
sightly. Chemical toilets would completely remove all 
objections; but, in any case, something better sho be 
provided than now exists. 
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HEALTH AND REcREATION. 


Medical inspection, as required by law, has been con- 
tinued, but results are but meager because no provision is 
made for follow-up work after defects have been noted. 
Parents could do much by correspondence with the school 
physician or nurse, although personal interviews are much 
better. Possibly all.do not understand that Miss Char- 
lotte Smith, Red Cross nurse, donates her time to assist 
Dr. Dearborn in making the examinations and cannot en- 
gage in follow-up work without financial assistance. 

The word. recreation means more than ordinary play 
with us. It stands for a definite program of physical ex- 
ercises and games that is intended to develop the pupils 
individually and to instill in them something of group 
pleasure and responsibilty. Our teachers are to be com- 
mended for their active interest in this important mat- 
ter—an interest that extends beyond the schoolroom and 
reaches out into the life of the community. 


TRANSPORTATION. ‘ 


i} 


Routes of transportation are in part as heretofore. Mr. 
Clark Barnaby covers the North section, carrying over 
twenty children, nearly all of whom live more than two 
miles from town and some of whom live over two miles 
from the old North schoolhouse. Mr. Decatur continues 
to carry a few children from the southwest part of the 
town; but Mr. Farwell no longer drives in from the west, 
because one family has moved into the village. It has 
been necessary, however, to establish one more route, as 
a family has moved into the southeast corner of the town, 
a distance over two miles from school. ‘The law still re- 
quires that all pupils living two miles or more from school 
shall be transported. 
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LEGISLATION AND CostTs. 


The new school law of 1919 stands essentially as en- 
acted, although the legislature of 1921 made a few 
changes, chiefly with respect to finances. 

The state now pays $2,000 toward each superintend- 
ent’s salary, and no more. Heretofore, one half of the 
salary in excess of $2,000 was also paid. 

To be eligible for state aid now, a school district must 
vote a tax of $5 per $1,000 of equalized valuation for sup- 
port of elementary schools. Support of elementary 
schools does not include amounts required for payment 
of statutory obligations nor supervisory and administra- 
tive expenses. (For details, see budget in this report.) 
Equalized valuation is the inventory plus exemptions, in- 
surance stock, savings bank deposits and railroad stock 
and property. The equalized valuation for Brookline is 
$600,222, as determined by the Tax Commission. This 
figure holds good for another year. 

The legislature appropriated $325,000 for state aid in 
the school year 1921-1922, but approved net demands of 
qualifying districts exceeding this amount by $23,310.79. 
To avoid any deficit, the legislature provided as follows: 

“Tf in any year the approved claims of the several dis- 
tricts entitled to State aid shall be in excess of the ap- 
propriation, a sufficient number of districts shall be omit- 
ted from. the distribution to bring the total amount of the 
grants within the limits of the appropriation. The elimi- 
nated disricts shall be those in which payments for cur- 
rent local expenditures for public education as measured 
in dollars and cents per thousand dollars of equalized 
valuation were, during the previous year, the lowest, ex- 
cept that the State Board shall have authority in its dis- 
cretion to withhold from such general distribution an 
amount not exceeding five per cent of the appropriation 
for State aid which it may use to furnish additional aid 
to districts’ where special need exists.” 
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The districts to be eliminated nearly reach Brookline 
on the list as arranged in the order of “current local ex- 
penditures for public education” per thousand dollars of 
equalized valuation. In this list of the 256 school dis- 
tricts in New Hampshire, Brookline stands 131st, with 
an expenditure of but $8.45 against $21.39 for the high- 
est and $0.40 for the lowest. ‘Thus, it is easily seen that 
Brookline is not paying a high tax for schools. Rather 
it appears that our children deserve more money spent 
on schools. | 

Two minor changes made by the legislature include a 
change in the fiscal year from September 1-August 31, 
to July 1-June 30, to become effective in June, 1921. ‘The 
Treasurer’s term of office coincides now with this new 
fiscal year. 

The law as revised does work out to the greater advan- 
tage of the poorer’ districts. Brookline has been allotted 
$1,427.57 for this year, and $1,442.89 for next year. 

Good schools cost money, as does anything else that 
is worth while. And good schools are everybody's bust- 
ness because they are an investment for the future. 


A Nintu Y@Ear. 


The, difficulty of reaching a New Hampshire or other 
high ‘school from Brookline is a real hindrance to higher 
education for our pupils. Commutation by rail to Mil- 
ford is impossible under present train schedules, and 
commutation to Nashua or Pepperell means a very long 
day, with serious objections, especially for younger pupils. 

A: partial solution may be to introduce into our school 
system the first year of high school, making the program 
of studies such as will accomplish three things: (1) the 
opportunity for another year of worth-while school work 
for all of our pupils, whether they go on further or not; 
(2) the admission of pupils who complete this ninth year 
into the Sophomore or second year of a four-year high 
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school; (3) recognition and formal approval of the ninth 
year as a secondary school by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. a 

For subjects to be studied in this ninth year consider- 
able care needs to be taken to select what will be accepted 
by nearby high schools. After investigating the pro- 
grams of study in Niashwa, Milford and Pepperell High 
Schools, it would seem that the following might be ae- 
cepted and at the same time give an excellent year’s work 
for those who do not go further: 

English. 
Arithmetic and Bookkeeeping. 
History. 

| Algebra. : 

Such a combination should be considered only as sug- 
gestive. In addition, there could well be given something 
in the practical arts, at least once per week. This should 
be given to all pupils in years 7-8-9 and might easily take 
the form of cooking, as there is a well-equipped place in 
the basement for this work. 

Two questions at once arise, viz., organization and cost. 

The organization of grades would be for I, II, ILL to 
be together; IV, V, VI likewise; with VII, VIII and the 
ninth year in the room at Daniels Academy Building. No 
_ regular additional teacher would be required, as the up- 
per grades (VII and VIII) could be combined in some 
subjects, with time enough left for the first year of high 


> 


school. A teacher for the practical arts would be needed — 


one day each week. | 
Certain costs would, of course, inerease somewhat as 

more books and some equipment would be needed, to- 

gether with more salary for the teaching. Charges for 


tuition would disappear for this first year of high school 


and they alone would largely offset the extra cost. In any 
case, however, is not the opportunity of another year of 


schooling for Brookline children worth what it will cost? 


The general idea of this ninth year plan has been talked 
over with some of} the parents of children in school, with 
other citizens, and with Deputy Commissioner McKay. 
All agree that it is well worth very careful consideration 
at the coming annual district meeting, with a view to its

Examination of the pupils in the schools was made by me 
during May, 1921, and October, 1921, with the assistance of 
Miss Charlotte A. Smith, School Nurse. 

I would call the attention of parents to the posture of the 
children and the advisability of maintaining the erect posi- 
tion of the body during the period of growth, in order to pre- 
vent the development of round shoulders, spinal curvature, 
and other defects. ‘The maintenance of the erect position 
whether sitting or standing is essential. 

From the figures reported below it will be seen that the 
most prevalent defect is in the teeth.
